SCHOONER POLLY FOR 

THOUSAND DOLLARS 

Historical Craft 105 Years of 
.Age Has Just Changed 
Hands. 


The two-masted schooner Polly, the 
oldest craft In the United States and < 
one of the oldest in. tha world In active 

commission! famous aa a Massachus¬ 
etts prlvatao| In the war of 1818, has 
ggaln^ changed owners. Just how 
many owners have preceded J. H. Wei- J 
don. of Dlghton. Mass., who bought , 
tha Pblly for abouKll.000 from Capt. j 
Walter V. Spencer, of Rockland, dur¬ 
ing her’nearly 106 years of existence, la . 
uncertain. Her eeventy-flve years of | 
commercial service have been passed i 
-under about a dosrn owners. Mr. 
Weldon's Intentions regarding the 
Polly's future era not known. Since 
Commander Peary and the Massachus¬ 
etts Society, Daughters of the Amert- J 
can Revolution, have been negotiating 
for her purchase because of the one¬ 
time privateer’s historical associations, 
it Is believed that Mr. Weldon's pur¬ 
chase may have been prompted by the 
same reason. For any purpose, the 
Polly Is still seaworthy, and lu* often j 
shown her heels to othsr .©beaters of j 
more recent ortgin. Although the Polly 
has. necessarily, been overhauled and 
partly rebuilt several times, her frame 
still contains many of the timbers laid 
-down In her original construction at 
Amesbury. Mass., In 1806 . 

Within a few years of her maiden ] 
voyage, under command of Capt. Jedu- • 
than Upto n, and with her decks brlst-| 
Ung with guns. tSe'^offy. as a i»riv¥-j 
leer, scoured the seas in pursuit of Bri¬ 
tish commerce. During the war of 1113 
the Polly captured no less than elaven 
prises, several big British merchant¬ 
men and other smaller craft, only to 
be captured herself by the frigate 
Phoebe Bhe was afterwards recaptur¬ 
ed by the Yankees. Until 1M0. Utile 
more was heard of the Polly. Then she 
entered into service as a coaster. In 
1M9. and during succeeding years, tb« 
little sixty-foot craft rounded Capa 
Horn s number of times, and twice 
•ailed around the world. Since that 
time rd* has piled the Main coast In 
humhrum service, scoaslonally ventur¬ 
ing as far south as Boston. She has. 
Just completed a busy season carrying 
lumber from Bangor to other Maine 
ports, distributing slats from Vinal 
Haven or Rockland to the fishermen, 
carrying hay to Bar Harbor add do¬ 
ing other odd Jobs. — 

Many are the stories told of the Polly, 
the forty -five-ion privateer .that chared 
British ves—of twice her siae and 
more, and from aM accounts she must 
have been n terror. Her log Is now pre¬ 
served In the Portland custom house, 
and It’s better than anything in the 
navy hooks. Her last fight was with 
an armed British merchantman, at a j 
point half way between Mount Desert 
and the Duck Islands. In which she 
was victorious, and captured a rich 
prixe. Only on* other vessel, aa far aa 
known, approaches the Polly In age 
and length of active service—the 
schooner Good Intent, twenty-three 
tons, built in Braintree, Mass.. In 1818, 
and now hailing from Bucksport. There 
was a barque called the True Love, 
built In Philadelphia about the year 
1763, for many years engaged In whal¬ 
ing and aftcrv ard gold for English ac- | 
count, hut her name has long since dis¬ 
appeared from the tista and she Is 
doubtless under water or broken up. 
These old craft were generally built of 
the toughest kind of white qnk. end 
the quality of the timber put Into the 
Polly can be judged from the fact that 
neafty all of her original frame still 
remains In her. while five strakes on 
her port bilge and part of her gmrboard 
on the starboard side remain to show 
the wearing qualities of the planking 
uaad in Amesbury In 1606. To-day the 
Polly Is rigged ss a fore-and-aft 
schooner, with no foretopmfcst and only 
three men—sometimes only two—are 
required to navigate her. But when ahe 
was new there was no such thing as an 
out-and-out fore-and-after. In those 
days all the smaller vgsssls carried 
what Is now known aa the topsail 
schooner rig—they had square topsails 
snd often square topgallants. This rig 
i Is good for any weather, and many old
